It was a sad and shocking day on Jan 18, 


and program director, college administration 
and radio station engineers walked into KUSF’s small on-air studio, Studio A, and 


turned off the power to the broadcasting console and transmitter mid-song on 
KUSF 90.3 FM's DJ Schmeejay’s Tuesday morning 9am to noon show. This was 
about 2 week before classes started and the campus was empty of staff and 
Students. What seemed like a local crisis of KUSF programing being ripped out of 
the cultural fabric of the city was actually a nationwide pattern of University / 


College radio station's being sold. College Radio Day was founded to bring 
lege radio serves ~for the community, for 


awareness to the Importance that col 
academic learning at the institution, and for the importance of NCE FM licenses 
(non-commercial educational) media in our democracy that offer diversity and 


localism. In October 2011, KUSF resumed live broadcasting on-line and has been 
run and programmed by USF students. We have 60-70 student staff and 50 live 
shows a week, We continue to take pride in the fact that we 

support focal musicians, artists, record labels, and live music venues. Many 
students are new to SF and tune in to win free tickets to shows and hear new 
music.

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KUSF: So, have you been to San Francisco before? 
LAETITIA: Yeah, The label that I'm on, Father Daughter records, is out here in San 


Francisco. Both me and my support on this tour, Namdi, are on Father Daughter, and 
Y’ve been to San 

KUSF: It feels like, for this record, you were pulling influences from everywhere. What 
did you listen to growing up? 

LAETITIA: | listened to mostly West African or East African jazz music. A lot of 
polyrhythmic stuff like traditional folk music because that’s what my parents listened 
to. And then the pop music was, like, Michael Jackson. When | moved to the US it was 
like Mariah Carey and Brandy. When Alicia Keys came out with that first album, or 
8701, that was what was on the radio, so | had both what my parents were feeding 
into my ears subconsciously and the radio, 

KUSF: When did you start playing music? 

LAETITIA: | picked up a guitar at 17, but | don’t consider that when | started because | 
put it down immediately after for college, so about three and a half years ago | picked 
it up again and started writing songs, and a lot of those songs are on this record now. 


KUSF: So it’s really just been three years since you've been playing in earnest? 
LAETITIA: Yes. 


KUSF: You mentioned you kind of put the guitar down for college. You double 
majored in engineering? Was it audio engineering? 
LAETITIA: No, it was electrical and computer engineering. 
KUSF: That reminds me, so the album takes its name from the book of poetry by 
Dana Ward. What was it about his work that inspired you or challenged you? 
LAETITIA: | was reading The Crisis of Infinite Worlds while | was recording and writing, 
and | did a lot of writing and arranging in the studio, which was a really difficult 
process for me because before this record | didn't know how to play bass or synth or 
drums, and | decided to be an insane person and learn them all at the same time 
while making an album. So, | was in the studio by myself with an engineer, Chris Daly 
up in New Paltz, and it would be twelve hour days and then we'd sleep on the floor 
then go at it again. It’s not because we're recording seven songs a day for twelve 
hours. It's because I'm so adamant about figuring these things out. So when | was 
reading Dana Ward's book, | was in such a difficult space in my music process, and 
that book was so hard to read for me, and once | glanced at the cover and had been 
thinking about, “Is it strange that I’m putting an ambient track on this? Is it strange 
that this is one song and this is another song?” Then | saw Infinite Worlds and it just 
fet nel had depths inside of me and it just struck a chord with me and | was like, 
at's it.” 


KUSF: How is playing the songs that you wrote a while ago on this record? How has 
that changed for you? A song like “Embers” opens the track, and you write about 
being a small fish, and it doesn’t feel like you're a small fish anymore, so have these 
songs changed for you? 


LAETITIA: Yeah. | think when || play them, because | tour so often and | play so often, ! 
can still tap into the person that felt that way because | still feel that way, but there's 
so much strength with it now. It’s like not shying away from the person that felt that 
way and the person that still sometimes feels that way. | can be inside of my body, 
but it doesn’t bring the same emotional insecurity that it once did of, “Is this 
ridiculous?” because now there are people that are looking to me and are enjoying 
this perspective, and it allows me to be confident in that low feeling versus when 
you're in the low feeling and you're like, “This is it. There’s nothing else.” But when. 
you're sharing it with people and they give you that energy, you're like, “There is 
something else but this is still a very real feeling.” 
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
